This year, however, has seen this picture grow much brighter as 
victories on the many battle fronts still the roar of those guns - - - 
and restore freedom to those regions which have been crushed 
under the heels of cruelty and oppression. 


We here at Washington High have seen the effects of one 
more year of war. Ves, war has wrought many changes the past 
year. The service honor roll has become steadily larger. Each new 
gold star on the flag reminded us of the toll war took of the students 
who left us to prove themselves so heroically on the field of battle. 
Almost every day, boys in uniform could be seen reminiscing in 
the corridors or in one of their favorite classrooms. The visitors’ 
register in the office received the signatures of boys from all branches 
of the service; boys whose thoughts were ever turning to those 
pleasant days at school. 


It is to these boys, and their comrades on distant islands in 
the Pacific, on the seven seas, and on all continents of the world 
that we turn for the theme of our book. They could not return to 
walk in the corridors or visit some favorite classroom because their 
station was a fox-hole in the Philippines, or the turret in a super 
bomber blasting the very heart of the enemy. True, they longed 
to return to live once again those days at Washington High, but the 
reality must wait until the enemy of freedom over the world has 
been crushed. However physically impossible it was for these boys 
to return, we know that they did, during quiet moments in the fox¬ 
hole, return by means of their imaginations to re-live once again 
their experiences here at school. 


We, then, have chosen a boy, typical of the many G. I.’s from 
Massillon, whom we call John Smith. We shall join him, even to 
his distant battle station, and try to capture those things in the 
life of our school which filled his imagination.
